CITRUS CROP RUINED 


Citrus fruit crops such as the isle 


sends to tho United States in -great 
quantities have been ruined. 'Boats 
with physicians, food -and medicines 
are being sent to the isle from Bata- 
bano. 


Reports from various parts of Cuba 


visited by the hurricane s.erved only 
to add to the material damage done 
in the republic. The number of fata- 
lities estimated was still under 1,000. 
It had been impossible to calculate 
tho number of injured. The damage 
is estimated at ?100,000.000. 


BELIEVE MANY DROWNED 


Tho bodies of 25 persons have been 


found in the municipality of Bataba- 
no. Early reports placed the death 
list there at 300. A checkup in the 
sort of Havana reveals a possible loss 
n the waters of 157 lives.

was in bed with Edna, awoke as her 
ather struck her sister and grappled 
vith him. Breaking from his grasp 
he fled to the street and brought 
x>lice who found Stoddard, axe In 
land, apparently about to leave the 
louse. 


"I just killed my three kids and I 


vant to get the other one," ho said 
s they disarmed him. 
Stoddard 
declared ho 
had been 


drinking for two weeks prior to last 
Sunday, when ho had decided to quit. 
A hallucination that a former employ- 
er .had chased the children home and 
was preparing to "burn" them or oth- 
erwise cause them harm made him 
resolve to kill them himself, he as- 
serted in an incoherent narrative. 


The bodies were found in the blood- 


spattered beds of the cheaply furnish- 
ed rooms, little Mildred still slasping 
a rag doll to h#r bosom. The three 
children apparently had died Instant- 
ly. 


Stoddard submitted quietly to ar- 


rest and interrogation but when con- 
fined in a cell tore off his clothing. 
Ho was overpowered by officers and 
then fell Into a coma. His mother is 
said to have died in an insane asylum.

A police alarm system that will en- 


able the policemen patroling the city 
to be within a seconds' call of the 
c'.csk sergeant at the headquarters is 
to be installed in 
Appleton by the 


Arft-Killoren Electric company. This 
system which was purchased by the 
city council some time ago Is to be 
set up as soon as the materials ar- 
rive. 


It will consist of call boxes placed 


at strategic points throughout the 
city where the patrolman on the beat 
must make his regular telephone re- 
ports to headquarters. Recall boxes 
will be placed nine feet from the 
ground and connected with the phone 
box. This will consist of an audible 
and a visible alarm. Xo matter where 
the patrolman may be on his beat 
he will see or hear this alarm. 


The value of such a recall system 


will be easily seen. In case of trou- 
ble in a few seconds all the police- 
men on duty can be notified and can 
be sent to the scene of the trouble or 
held at the box for further orders. 


A private auxiliary police 
Signal 


box is used with this system for pro- 
tection of banks and other institutions 
where valuables are kept. The signal 
is installed in an obscure place and is 
connected directly with police head- 
quarters, either by an independent cir- 
cuit or by connection into the regular 
police box circuit. 


The box is auxiliarized and singnals 


can be set off from 
a distance by 


means of desk and floor push but- 
tons about the building to transmit 
emergency signals

From the National Rivers and Har- 


bors organization comes a call lor this 
year's congress on December 8 and 9 bear- 
ing the interesting announcement that 
one of the principal subjects for debate is 
tote—• 


The proposal made at the conven- 


tion of last year that the objects and 
purposes of the congress be enlarged 
and extended to include water power, 
irrigation, reclamation, drainage and 
flood prevention. 
If we may guess at the reason for this 


inclusion it is that the pork barrel crowd 
are dissatisfied with present accommoda- 
tions for log rolling. As matters stand a 
congressman representing some district 
which really requires the dredging of a 
few busy harbors has to vote also for the 
dredging of innumerable Rowboat creeks 
and Sand rivers or he doesn't get his ap- 
propriation. The people who are for im- 
provement of Rowboat creeks and Sand 
rivers are handicapped, however, in that 
they can only hold up folk who represent 
navigation. It is such a far step to the bills 
for other forms 
of pork—waterpower 


dams, reclamation schemes, drainage and 
flood prevention projects in 
districts 


which don't need or shouldn't have 
them—that the rivers and harbors high- 
waymen aren't making anything out of 
this potential exchange of votes. 


So some of the rivers and harbors dele- 


gates would like to create an esprit de 
pork, let us say, by uniting all these great 
objects under one banner. Then the con- 
gressman who wants a desert dammed 
for his constituents-at a time when there 
is already too much farm land could be 
told by the man. who wants a deeper Sand 
river "You can have your dam if I get my 
sandsuckers." 


There would be a fine unanimity among 


all congressmen having any pork proposal 
of any kind whatsoever. 
And a forced 


agreement with these raiders on the part 
of all congressmen who ask funds for 
honest projects as well. The field of pork 
would increase in 
the intricacy of 


its interworkings, the pestiferous inter- 
ference o£ congressmen who try to think 
about the taxpayer would be reduced to a 
minimum and the job of the logroller 
would advance from a mere craft to a fine 
art. 


It is to be hoped, that there will be 


enough serious-minded men at the Rivers 
and Harbors congress to kill this scheme 
for extending a system which has already 
made it necessary for them to compromise 
with their consciences every time they ask 
a dollar.

WHY BLAME THE TONSILS* 


Previously this week we gave the "indications" 


for removal of enlarged tonsils and adenoid body, 
as Dr. Albert Kaiser, child specialist, of Rochester, 
N. Y.. views the question, and we explained that 
Dr. Kaiser's opinion in the matter is based on the 
most p'recise and the most extensixe study of the 
question, which lias c\«r bocu mudu b,y any medical! 
authority. 
The 
"indications." briefly, are mouth I 


breathing, frequent sore throat or tonsilitis, fre-, 
quent coryza ("head cold"), persistent "kernels" in 
the neck not due to other causes, malnutrition not 
due to other causes, running car, unexplained at- 
tacks of fever, and for the purpose of preventing 
chorea (St. Vitus's dance), 
rheumatic 
fever and- 


disease. 
v 


These are not all of the conditions which may 


call for removal of the enlarged throat tonsils and 
the enlarged nose tonsil. 
But these are the im- 


portant indications which occurred frequently in the 
1,200 children with enlarged tonsils who were not 
operated upon and which were relieved or prevented 
in the 1,200 children similarly affected who were 
operated upon. 


Dr. Kaiser found that "there was practically no 


difference in the prevalence of such respiratory in- 
fections as laryngitis, bronchitis and pneumonia 
among the 1.200 children who had had their tonsils] 
removed and the 1,200 who had not. in the three 
year period of his study. So he concludes that this 
operation does not prevent these respiratory in- 
fections. 


Diphtheria and scarlet fever, however, may be 


considered rather less likely to occur after removal 
of the tonsils, as these specific respiratory infec- 
tions were found more prevalent among the 1,200 
children who were denied the operation, in the 
three year period. 


Measles, 
another 
specific respiratory infection, 


was found to have occurred in more of the children 
operated upon that the children who had not had 
their tonsils 
and adenoid body removed, in the 


:hree year period following the operation .So Dr. 
Kaiser feels this operation cannot bo considered in 
any sense prophylactic against measles. 


Chorea (St. Vitus's dance) occurred in seven of 


the 1,200 children with enlarged tonsils and ade- 
noids who had not been operated upon, and in eight 
of the 1,200 children similarly affected who 
had 


been operated upon, six of the eight having devel- 
oped it since the operation. 


A history of pains suggesting a tendency toward 


rheumatic fever was obtained in an equal number 
of children in both groups. 


Fifty-two 
children in the control group (with 


enlarged tonsils or adenoids not operated upon) 
were found with evidence of heart disease at the 
final examination, and in the group that had been 
operated upon there were 44 such cases. This is 
not a striking difference, but undoubtedly as the 
years of later childhood roll by the control group 
will develop a much higher rate of heart disease, 
while the children who were operated on will re- 
main comparatively free from it. 
**

3ugh McCullough, St. Louis pediatrician, says that 
n heart disease among children the'tonsils should 
>e removed, irrespective of their apptferance, with 
;he hope of preventing further attacks of tonsilitis 
and further damage to the heart. He looks upon 
diseased tonsils as a focus of infection 
causing 


rheaumatic fever, heart disease and chorea. 


Tonsils seem to be the cause of much trouble.

3ut between that year and 1923 it is 
"ound to have declined over 21 per 
:ent. 


This means that in the last years 


)f this period the country consumed 
ipproximately 26,800,000 barrels les§ 
3f flour than it would have used if 
he 1004 rate of per capita consump-

versified diet, a shift to more expen- 
sive foods as a result of the increased 
prosperity 
of the laboring 
classes, 


and a decrease in the total food re- 
quirements per capita of the Ameri- 
can people. 


In explanation of this last factor 


t may be pointed out that it does not 
mean that the national 
appetite is 


railing off, but that on an average 
the people of the country do not need 
as much food today as they did a 
'ew years ago. An analysis of why 
this is true has brought out many in- 
teresting facts — as v interesting as 
they are important if wholly deuend- 
ab!e. 


THE CALORIES WE NEED 


Food consumption is usually '.real- 


ed in terms of energy value, and the 
energy values of foods are customar- 
ily measured in calories, a calorie be- 
ing the amount of energy required in 
tho form of heat to raise the temp- 
erature of one gram of water from 
zero to one degree Centigrade. 
The 


energy derived from food is mostly 
used in four different ways. 
First 


is the energy required to carry on 
the normal body functions when the 
person is at rest in a warm room: 
this is technically termed the "basal 
metabolism." 
Second is the energy 


used to maintain the body tempera- 
ture when in a cool 
environment. 


next is that required 
for physical 


work, and, finally, 
that 
which a 


growing child, or an adult who is in- 
creasing in weight stores up in the 
form of fat or jother Tjody tissue. 
' A man of 160 pounds with custo- 
mary 
clothing in a 
temperature 


around 60 degress, Fahrenheit, with 
light work and incidental 
activity 


such^as that cf a professional man. a 
teacher, or a salesman, ordinarily re- 
quires from 2,400 'to 2.700 calories per 
day. 
If the temperature is lowered 


without additional protection through 
added clothing, the caloric require- 
ment increases, and similarly in the 
case, of • additional physical 
work. 


Medium-hard physical work increases 
tho requirement to 
3,500 
calories, 


still harder work calls for 1,000 more. 
aiKl- the most arduous 
occupations 


bring the figure up to as much as 
8,000. Boys from 14- to IS years of 
age who are in school and engaging 
actively in games and sports consume 
about 5,000 calories. 


Many 
people have the idea that 


the amount of food a person eats de- 
pends upon taste, or appetite, 
and 


habit, and in most cases far exceeds. 
his actual food requirement The ex- 
perts who have been delving :nto the 
problem say, however, 
that as 
a 


matter of fact every normal indivi- 
dual who is maintaining a constant 
weight is unconsciously 
regulating 


his eating in accordance 
with his 


actual bodily requirements. 
The hu- 


man animal, just like other animals, 
normally eats only what he really 
needs, based on his activities and the 
conditions 
under »• which he works 


and lives. 


Therefore one of the big factors in 


the decrease in the per capita food 
consumption is the change in work- 
Ing and living conditions. The in- 
creasing substitution 
of 
machinery 


for manual labor in many 
lines is 


to be noted. Steam shovels, automa- 
tic stokers for boilers, 
mechanical 


ditch — digging machines, 
conveyors 


in factories, agricultural machinery. 
and many other mechanical 
devices 


have been taking the place of man- 
power and increasing the proportion 
of the population engaged in tending 
machines, clerking, and other seden- 
tary occupations requiring much less 
physical exertion, with 
the 
result 


that the human engine, having on 
the average less work to do, requires 
less fuel.
